WHAT : Violent crime in Los Angeles climbed nearly 20 percent and property crime increased 1 0 percent citywide in 201 5. In 

the Harbor Division, overall violent crime was up 34 percent, and property crimes went up nearly 17 percent. 

South Los Angeles experienced its deadliest August since 2007 with 15 people killed in just a two-week period. 

All 21 LAPD divisions reported crime increases this year.
